The  Eastham  Historical  Society,  Inc.  was 
founded  in  1963.  Membership  now  num- 
bers approximately  350  members,  resident 
and  non-resident.  The  object  of  the  Society 
is  to  create  and  foster  an  interest  in  the 
Town  of  Eastham,  to  promote  historical  re- 
search, to  collect  and  preserve  artifacts, 
photographs,  historical  documents,  and  to 
provide  for  their  proper  custody. 

The  above  photograph  shows  the  exter- 
ior of  the  restored  1869  one  room  school- 
house  (now  in  its  centennial  year)  now  the 
Schoolhouse  Museum,  located  opposite  the 
Visitors  Center  in  the  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore. 

The  1969  Museum  season  will  open  Sat- 
urday afternoon,  June  28th,  from  2 to  5 
p.m.  During  July  and  August  the  Museum 
will  be  open  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  afternoons  from  2 to  5 p.m.  In  Sep- 
tember the  Museum  will  be  open  Saturday 
afternoons  only.  The  admission  is  25c  per 
person,  pre-school  children  excepted. 

The  outhouse  at  the  rear  of  the  Museum 
has  been  restored  into  the  Toolhouse  An- 
nex, with  many  interesting  exhibits  that 
should  not  be  overlooked.  Suitable  gifts  for 
the  Museum  will  be  welcomed  and  may  be 
left  at  the  Eastham  Public  Library,  or  by 
getting  in  touch  with  Frederick  H.  Jewell, 
Curator,  at  Tel.  255-2136  who  will  gladly 
arrange  to  pick  them  up. 

Apart  from  the  establishment  of  the 
Museum  and  lectures,  historical  signs  have 
been  placed  at  the  Old  Cove  Burial  Ground 
on  Route  6.  Here  the  Society  also  placed 


memorial  stones  on  the  unmarked  graves  of 
Mayflower  passengers  Constance  Hopkins 
Snow,  Giles  Hopkins,  and  Lieut.  Joseph 
Rogers.  Also  at  the  second  old  cemetery 
on  Bridge  Road,  both  having  been  the  sites 
of  the  first  three  Congregational  churches. 
At  the  First  Encounter  parking  lot  on  the 
Bay  side,  a sign  marks  the  location,  a newly 
made  black  top  path  provided  by  the  Soci- 
ety in  association  with  the  Pilgrim  Mem- 
orial Association  leads  up  the  side  of  the 
dune  to  the  memorial  stone,  which  marks 
the  site  of  the  first  encounter  of  the  Pil- 
grims with  the  Indians.  This  is  well  worth 
a visit  with  a fine  view  of  the  Bay  and  the 
target  ship.  The  Society  also  sponsors  the 
historical  bikeway  around  Eastham  and 
which  leads  to  the  bikeway  in  the  Seashore 
which  connects  the  Visitors  Center  with 
the  Coast  Guard  beach.  Maps  are  available 
at  the  Museum  and  the  American  Youth 
Hostel  on  Bridge  Road.  Two  historical 
milestones  have  been  removed  to1  the  school- 
house  grounds.  Further  projects  are  under 
consideration  and  suggestions  will  be  wel- 
comed. 

New  members  are  welcomed.  The  mem- 
bership is  $1.00  per  person  per  year  for 
adults  and  50c  for  children.  Applications 
may  be  sent  to  Mrs.  E.  E.  Kattwinkel,  Sec- 
retary, P.O.  Box  8,  Eastham,  Mass.

CAPE  COD  RECIPES 

Quahog  Chowder 

Cut  iVz  inch  cube  fat  salt  pork  in  small  pieces  and  try  out. 

Add  1 sliced  onion  and  brown  slightly. 

Add  4 cups  potatoes  cut  in  % inch  cubes,  and  21/6  cups  hot  water,  1 teaspoon  salt.  Vs 
teaspoon  pepper  and  6 to  8 large  quahogs,  chopped  fine. 

Cook  about  15  minutes.  Add  4 tablespoons  butter  and  4 cups  scalded  milk. 

A little  of  the  juice  from  the  quahogs  may  be  added  if  desired. 

Quahog  Pie 

Combine  2 cups  chopped  quahogs,  34  cup  quahog  liquor,  1 tablespoon  melted  butter,  V2 
cup  cracker  crumbs,  1 beaten  egg,  1 cup  milk,  salt  and  pepper. 

Line  a deep  pie  plate  with  pastry.  Pour  in  filling.  Cover  with  top  crust.  Cut  hole  in  center. 

Bake  about  1 hour  at  375  degrees.  Serve  very  hot  with  mashed  potatoes. 

Quahog  Cakes 

Chop  or  grind  6 large  quahogs.  Add  1 egg,  1 teaspoon  minced  onion,  V2  teaspoon  salt, 
pepper  and  enough  cracker  crumbs  to  hold  together  (not  too  dry). 

Put  spoonsful  in  hot  greased  skillet  and  flatten  into  cakes.  Brown  well  on  both  sides. 

Cranberry  Salad 

Dissolve  1 pkg.  Lemon  Jello  in  IV2  cups  hot  water.  Chill.  When  slightly  thickened,  fold  in 
1 cup  sweetened  cranberry  sauce,  1 cup  chopped  celery,  V2  cup  drained  crushed  pineapple.  Place 
in  molds  and  chill  until  Arm.
